Increase In Hessian Fly 
In County Reported In '41 


LISBON, Aug. 28 An increase in 
the infestation of Hessian fly in 
wheat in Columbiana county 
in 
1941 as compared to 1940 is shown 
by the wheat insect survey, accord­ 
ing to T. H. Parks, extension ento­ 
mologist at Ohio State university. 
The average infestation in the 
-tate Es also higher than last year 
Seven per cent of the straws ex­ 
amined In CO'unibiana county were 
found too be infested this year as 
compared too 3 per cent last year 
Die state average is 12 t ja r cent 
is compared to 4.0 percent 
last 
year. 
The safe sowing date to avoid 
infestation of Hessian fly for Co- 
j lumbiana county is Sept 26. This 
date remains permanent from year 
to year. 
Experience shows that if 
all 
farmers 
in 
the 
community 
seeded wheat after this date no 
Hessian fly damage will occur. Tile 
insect attacks rye very lightly and 
consequently rye can be sown at 
anytime. 
Because of the Increase 
in infestation winter barley should 
not be sown early because the In­ 
sect attacks this crop as well as 
wheat.

OLD AGE PENSIONS 


OF 9 0 PROPOSED 


Special Senate Committee 
Urges Congress To 
Liberalize Plan 


WASHINGTON, Aug 28 A spec­ 
ial senate committee recommended 
to congress today liberalization of 
th e social security laws to provide 
m inim um old age pensions of $30 
m onthly to all unemployed persons 
over tile age of 60. 
T he committee also proposed that 
old age insurance benefits begin at 
a $30 m onthly minimum and th at 
combined employer-employe payroll 
taxes be boosted to 6 per cent by 
Jan . I, 1944 
a level which would 
n ot be reached under present law 
until Jan. I, 1949 
At present em ­ 
ployers and employes each pay I 
per cent. 
The extended benefits urged by 
th e committee, named to investi­ 
gate the government’s old age pen­ 
sion setup, would cost an estim at­ 
ed $4,000,000,000 annually. 
U nder present law, the age m in­ 
im um 
for pension and insurance 
beneficiaries is 65. 
The 
pensions 
vary by states and in 1940. ranged 
'rom $3 89 monthly in Arkansas to 
$18.94 in California Com mittee rec­ 
ords said insurance benefits aver­ 
aged $20 48 monthly 
T he proposed new pension m in­
